WASHINGTON, June 15.— Tho President is 
indisposed, but not seriously, so it is said, 
but he is still Buffioiently under the weather 
to make it desirable that he should remain 
at his country residence at Woodley, in- 
stead of encountering the heat und turmoil 
of t tie city, and the office-seekers. It is 
hoped that ho may bo able to visit tho 
White Houbo to-morrow. 

'Frisco's World's Fnlr. 

San Fraiicisco, Juno 15. — Tho delega- 
tion of state boards of trade called 
upon Mayor Kllort to-day and a 
consultation v. r aB had with reference 
to holding a world's commercial fair in this 
city next fall. Il was decided that tho 
Mayor would call a meeting of citizens, to 
ho held next Tuesday evening, to consider 
the matter.

BERLIN, Juno 15 —The greatest constitu- 
tional atrugglo that the now German ompire 
Iiub known is in progress to-day. 1\ is tho 
people va. tho Kaiser and hiB Army bill, 
and the former are rendering their vsrdict 
at the ballot box. Although the campaign 
has lasted only a month, all parties havo 
worked as they have never woaked before, 
Tho Socialists alono have nominated 120 
candidates. The Government has main- 
tained a gigantic press bureau, which has 
not only newspapers in the emprie, but has 
deluged the country wiih literature on the 
Army bill in the shape of leaflets, tracts and 
pamphlets. No less than fourteen parties 
have candidates in tho field, and although 
there has been a vast amount of platform 
speaking, most of the canvassing lias been 
carried on under cover. 

The Army bill, which was defeated in the 
Koiohstug last month by a majority of IS, 
calls for an appropriation in one lump of 
§10,000,000, and for 815,000,000 moro an- 
nually for a uumlier of years, and also for 
an increase of Sll 000 in the standing army. 
This would placo the peace footing of the 
( lerman army at half a million a year for the 
next six years. The seriousness of the 
situation cannot bo over-estimated, aud the 
whole of Europe is anxiously awaiting the 
result of to day's election. Tho Govern- 
ment is exceedingly anxious to learn its ex 
act strength as quickly »3 possible, and all 
candidates not elected by a majority to-day 
must again be balloted for within five days. 

Klection day brought tropical heat to ull 
parts of tho Empire. Iu Berlin the pave- 
monts havo been scorching. Apparently 
tho election has been a notably quiet one. 
In Berlin there has been a complete absence 
of all excitement. Chancellor von Capri vi 
and von Bootticher, Secretary of tho Im- 
perial Home Oliice, voted at the Kaiserhoff 
station. They apparently believed in de- 
positing their ballots as booh as possible, for 
they were among the earliest voters at the 
polls. A number of men aud women 
gathered at eight o'cloee this morning at tho 
Bock Brewery, tho headquarters of the 
Socialists in tho second district, whero 
Fischer ran. They devoted themselves to 
receiving orders for electoral tickets, while 
others scattered leaflets in behalf of the 
party broadcast. Tho Socialists displayed 
more activity than any other of the politi- 
cal groups. The women seemed to be ub 
deeply interested in tho success of the social 
democratic candidates a" were tho men of 
tho party and they labored in every way to 
aid the caudidotes. At six o'clock nothing 
positivo was known of the result of the elec- 
tion, although dispatches from 120 electoral 
districts indicated that the Socialists hid 
secureil thirty of them and the Conserv- 
atives Richters, (Radicals People), and 
Liber-Clericals had divided the other ninety 
among themselves. 

At '2 o'clock this morning, returns from ~t> 
districts indicated that .'!(» had been carried 
by parties opposed to the Army bill, 15 
have boon carried for the parties favoring 
the bill, and I!) are in doubt between the 
Government and the Opposition party, with 
the chance in tne iii"j uity of them strongly 
in favor of ih» G^vrnment, The (lovorn- 
moid parties have loot tlnee of their former 
sjats, two to me Kichtt riles, and one to a 
Soii'h I!' rma'i demoirat. The Government 
has won one scat fiom thc Opposition. Tho 

S i-i-l 1 1- onus havo won two seat) besides 

having secured many chances for now vic- 
tories on the second ballot. A curious 
feature of these two victories is that they 
wore won at the expense of the Richter 
Radicals, also enemies of the Army bill, 
und not, as was expected, at the expense of 
the National Liberals. The friends of the 
bill say that although the Social Democratic 
gains are undoubtedly enormous they will 
not provo so largo probably as the reports so 
far have indicated. The returns from tho 
cities come in first, and it is in the cities 
that, the Social I.lemocratic candidates al- 
ways run best. 

In spue of t heir tremendous exertions the 
United Conservatives and Auti-.Semites 
have lost 'A 000 votes us compared with tho 
figures of 1890, and the Radicals have lost 
nearly 2,000. It is stated that the Social- 
ists are likely to win three out of four of the 
re ballots against the Radicals. In Berlin 
not a single candidate pledged to support 
the army bill has gained even the barren 
honor of a reballot. The prospects of u 
Government majority appear to be vanish- 
ing. Not 10 per cent, of the votes were 
given in favor of the Army Bill. The suc- 
cess of the Social Democrats has caused a 
profound sensation. 

JAMES GORDON BENNETT. 

He Ib Recovering— Sympathy With Him »f The 
Cabdrlvers' Union. 

Paris, Juno 15 — Mr. James Gordon 
Bencett, proprietor of the Now York 
Herald, in making rapid progress toward 
recovery from the effects of his recent acci- 
dent. He was much pleased to-duy by an 
evidence of the sympathy and gratitude of 
the Cabdrivers' Union. Some time ago, 
when tho drivers were on strike, Mr, Ben- 
nett gave to the union $5,000 to be expended 
in helping the men to win their fight- This 
instance of Mr. Bennett's generosity and 
sympathy was not forgotten by tho men, 
and to-day Mr. Bennett received from the 
union a letter expressing (loop sympathy 
with him in tho accident that has befallen 
him, and tho wish of tho union for his 
speedy recovery. 



AT THE FAIR. 

Germany's Day Duly Celebrated— Moat Marked 
Enthusiasm on All Hands. 

Chicago, Juno 15. — "German" duy at 
the exposition needed but the " august 
preBonco of his Majesty" Emperor William 
to make the success of the Teutonic season 
a festival in every detail. The weather was 
glorious, the crowds immenso, and tho on 
thusiasm most marked. From noon until 
late in tho evening German bands and 
drum orps at tho head of bands of shouting 
Teutons marched through all parts of the 
park und tho colors of the United States 
intermingled with tho tri color and Eigle 
of Germany floated from every building. 
In addition to Germany's jollification, 
Arkansas aud Indiana entered the Colum- 
bian union of Commonwealths by dedicating 
their state buildings and these events drow 
out crowds to the dilferent parts of tho 
grounds.

WASHINGTON, June 15.— Advices received 
by Secretary Greshum from Samoa are to 
the effect that affairs there have reached a 
crisis, and it may be that the United States 
will again be obliged to intervene bstweeu 
the parties. Ever since the establishment 
of the tripartite protectorate over Samoa the 
islands havo been disturbed, and the best 
efforts of the representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany have 
failed to improve tho situation. First, there 
was trouble growing out .of tho ulleged ur" 
bitrary acts of Cederkrantz, the Swede who 
was selected by tho parties to tho Berlin 
conference as tho chief of tho Samoan Land 
courts. Then there was the tinancial tan- 
gle, curiously liko our own, resulting from 
the attempt of tho tlermun adviser of the 
King to force tho people to accept German 
thulers at fixed rates. Seriouj discontent 
was shown at the excessive burden of taxa- 
tion, und, finally, rebellion has broken out. 

Mataafa, wdio acted as king during King 
Malietoa's enforced abseueo preceding the 
Berlin conference, never admitted that ho 
had ceased to bo king und, taking up a 
strong position on one of tho islands of tho 
group, has really maintained himself in na- 
tive regal style. He has always bad num- 
erous adherents, and of late the troubles 
that King Malietoa hos encountered in his 
efforts to govern the kingdom havo driven 
many mine of the inhabitants over to the 
side of Mataafa The disaffection has be- 
come so serious in extent that Malietoa has 
felt it. to be necessary to crush out the as- 
pirant for the throne, and the advices re- 
ceiveel at the state department indicate that 
open warfare is now about to begin. The 
United States, (Ireat Britain and Germany 
have obligated themselves by the 
treaty of Berlin to preserve the 
! Autonomy of the Islands and to 
! maintain order and pence. Under this 
| agreement, it has been the custom for-the 
three nations to take turns in keeping a 
warship at Apia, or in tho vicinity, and it 
happens that just now the German vessel is 
on guard. In this crisis, however, it is 
desirable that more force should be at hand, 
and it may be that one of the United States 
warships will be sent to Samoa. At present 
the nearest Bhips are tho Boston aud the 
Adams, now at Honolulu ; but in view of 
the uncertain condition of alf.iirs there, and 
the importance of tho interest involved, it 
is probable that not more than one of them 
at most can bo spared, and owing to the 
lack of cable connections with Hawaii, sail- 
ing orders could not reach them for at least 
a week or ten days. From four to six days 
would be consumed iu the voyage from 
Honolulu to Apia, bo that no United States 
naval ship can reach there before some time 
in July. 



NORTHERN NEWS. 

I . S. Patrol Vessels at Sitka— Unfortunate

PoKT TOWNSEND, June 15 — Advices re- 
ceived from Alaska to day per steamer 
Crescent City anil City of Topeka, stato 
that seals are more plentiful iu Behring Sea 
and along the coast of Alaska this season 
thun known for years. The best catch is 
reported also for the schooner Henry Dennis, 
of Seattle, of 1,400. The whaling vessels 
are having poor luck. The Barks Hound- 
ing Billow. James Arnold, Statnbould, 
Mars, and the schooner Blakoley, had not 
taken a singlo whale up to May 'JO. The 
barks Andrew Hick und Wander r, one 
whale eaoh. These vessels were spoken in 
the vicinity of Middleton island. The 
steam whaler Mary I). Hume sailed from 
Unalaeka, May '21, for the Arctic ocean. 

The United States patrol lleet Mohican, 
Ranger and Thomas Corwin. and tho British 
man-of-war Garnet, wore in Sitka on June S. 

The extinct volcuno Makushin near 
Unalaska, had resumed operations sending 
forth smoke and lava.

Lieut -Governor Chapleau's Leave of 
Absence Extended -Fishing 
Witbin the Limit-

Ottawa, June 15. — Capt. Hardy, of 
Cloucester, ia hero again, this time having 
been sent up in tho interests of tho ownera 
of the LouiB H. CiloB, which is now in cus- 
tody of the collector of customs at North 
Sydney for fishing within the three-mile 
limit. No action, departmentally, can be 
taken until a report is received from Com- 
mander Spain. Capt. Hardy saya the Giles 
ia a new schooner, worth $l.'i,000. 

Lieut. -Governor Clupleau has applied for 
the extension of his leave of absence in order 
that ho may complete the course of treat- 
ment ho ia undergoing in Paris. Tho exten- 
sion has been granted. 

Capt. Boxer, R. N., inspector of Irish 
lights and lighthouses, was in tho city to- 
day. Ho ia visiting Canada in the interests 
of a Cotton Powder Co , which supplies ex- 
plosive signals made of gun cotton for uso 
at fog stations. At some of the stations in 
Canada these explosives are already in use. 

Tho Fisheries department lias Bent two 
Quebec salmon by express to the World's 
Fair. They were fresh, line fish, ono weigh- 
ing 38, tho other 33 pounds. 

I'he Governor-General and suite left for 
Grand Cascapedia to-day for ten days sal- 
mon fishing, His Excellency has presented 
to the Government of Queboo the house 
situated on the banka of tho CuBcapedia 
river and occupied by him for the last livo 
aeasons. Tho Quebec Government are at 
present offering the lease of the river for ten 
years for salmon fishing purposes with the 
exception of that portion reserved for the 
use of tho Governor-General. The minimum 
rental per year is to bo §5,000. 

The proposed action of the Toronto City 
Council to riipiire the Celebration of Domin- 
ion Day on July 3 is stated to bo illegal, 
banking bubineas transacted on Dominion 
Day being contrary to law.

The silly churgca reapecting Crosse Iale 
i|uaruutine made by Dr. l'luyter have been 
scattered broadcast over the country.

Montizimbert, chief of the ipiarantino 
station, lost no time, however, in giving an 
emphatic contradiction to Dr. Playter's 
fabrications. He suys in a letter to the de- 
partment the ease may be summed up as 
follows : " Thai op one occasion a nurse 
allowed a small ward to become BtufTy; that 
I did not permit Dr. Playter to injure or 
possibly kill a typhoid convalescent by the 
premature administration of solid food, and 
that he does not liko the smell of chloride of 
lime. Any other accusations contained in 
or craftily insinuated by his production, 
without the faintest regard to fuctB or fair- 
doing, I stigmatize as falsehoods or malign- 
ant suppressions or perversions of the truth. 
I challenge tho strictest and most thorough 
invest igation. " 

Tho officials of the department of rail- 
ways and canals to-night presented their 
late Deputy Minister, Mr. Trudcau, with 
his portrait iu oil. Mr. Trudcau made a 
feeling reply. 



EXAGGERATED CONTENTIONS. 

Sir Richard Webster Makes a Striking Expo- 
sure of the faulty of American 
Pretensions. 

Paris, Juno 15. — Sir Richard Webster, 
of counsel for Great Britain, to day con- 
tinued his argument before tho Behring Sea 
tribunal of arbitration. In tho courso of 
his address he protested against the aaaer- 
tion that killing of seals was a crime, jicrse. 
Ho declared that the language used by F. 
K. Coudort, of the counsel for the United 
States, in bis speech to tho court regarding 
the slaughter of fcmule seals, and certain 
other contentions of American counsel, were 
exaggerated. Sir Richard maintained that 
no pup souls died on Pribyloff Islands from 
B'urvution owing to their mothers being 
killed at sea. Neither the Government 
agents nor the Alaska Commercial com- 
pany's agents bad testified to any abnormal 
increase in the deaths of pup seals between 
1KS4 and 1800, as the Americans declared 
had been the case. 

Sir Richard Webster read from tho evi- 
dence to prove that sealu were not bound to 
go upon land in order to shed their coata. 
He declared that the United States claimed 
more protection through regulation than 
property rights would give them. America, 
he said, must prove that all the seals re- 
turned to the Pribyloff Islands whereas, as a 
matter of fact, male aeals that wero too old 
for breeding purposes and barren females 
never returned to tho islands, even if 
they are not caught by pelagic hunters. 
Numbers of seals wero thus lost to tho 
trade. 



PRINTERS' CON V BNTION- 

Ruslncas of the Union Yesterday— Election of 
Oflicers for the Year. 

Chicago, Juno 15. — The convention of 
the International Typographical Union to- 
day was largely occupied considering in 
executive aesaion the nieuns to bo employed 
for waging a successful warfare against the 
" Printers' Protective Fraternity," which 
was represented us having for its real object 
tho destruction of unionism. Tho Childs- 
Drcxel homo troubles wero also tuken up in 
executive session. Afterward the election 
of ollicorB was proceeded with. For prosi- 
lent there wero threo nominations of the 
incumbent W. B. Prescott, John T. Ken- 
nedy and William Bayer. A ballot resulted 
in Prescott obtaining 115 votes, Kennedy 
5G, and Bayer 1. Prescott was thu3 elected 
to a third term. 

Theio waa a heated contest for tho oflicca 
f first vice-p osident and of secretary and 
treaBuror. The other officers wero elected 
by acclamation.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Reciprocity In Tratlo with tho Australasian 
Colonics.— To Help on Temperance Work. 

Toronto, Juno 15. —(Special)— The Coun- 
cil of tho Board of Trade yesterday passed a 
resolution favoring reciprocity in trade with 
tho Australian colonies, and decided to aot 
in conjunction with tho British Columbia 
Board of Trade in this matter. Tho counoil 
aleo dcclures emphatically in favor of a first 
clasa mail servico botween Vancouver and 
Australia, and the laying of a telegraphic 
cable between Canada and Australia. 

At yesterday's aossion of tho Toronto 
MethodiBt conference, a resolution moved by 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland declaring that aa fair 
treatment of tho temperance question may 
not be expected by a committee of existing 
political parties, a Christian temperance 
force bo organized to forward tho temper- 
ance movement.

Thero waa paid out a total of $709 40 in 
mileage allowances to GrandLodgo chief offi- 
cers. District Grand Lodge Deputii 8 and 
various committees wero appointed. The 
receipts for tho puBt year including the bal- 
ance carried over, amounting to §2, 142.05, 
and tho expenditure, Sl.S00.95, leaving a 
balance on hand of §.'141 10. 

Tho report of the Grand Keeper of recorua 
and Beals shows that two new lodges wore 
instituted in B.C. last year, viz: Maple 
Lodge, No. 15, Duncan, with a membership 
of 28; and Granite Lodge, No. IG, West- 
minster, with a membership of (j.'i. The 
number of lodges in the prov- 
ince is 10, with 1,200 enrolled 
membersr The order ia in a good condition 
financially, and its prospects are of the 
brightest. According to the report of the 
Supreme Grand Lodge, British Columbia 
recorded tho greatest guin of all tho lodges 
in 1892, 252 new members being added, a 
gain of Gl per cent., the next highest being 
North Dakota with an increase of GO per 
cent. The total membership of the order 
in August last was 422,170, and since then 
the ranks have been added to at the rate of 
100 per cent.

Holmes wus a 
native of county Kilkenny, Ireland, and 
came to British Columbia in ISlit), a year 
after tho arrival here of her husband. She 
leaves a husband and two daughters, Mrs. 
A. R. Greef and Mrs. (J W. Gilland, both 
of this city, to mourn her loss. The funeral 
will take place on Saturday afternoon. 

The mattresses for the channel improve 
meuts are being laid at the rate of one a 
clay. The work is not being done by con 
tract this season. 

The snow is fast disappearing from the 
peaks of the Pitt mountains, but a good deal 
more is to be seen yet than is usual at this 
time of the year. 

Tho water came up another inch last 
night at high tide, registering eleven feet 
two inches above low water mark, and tweu 
ty inches below the highest point readied in 
188'2. 

Alderman Levi met with a serious acoi 
dent on Monday night on his way home 
from the Council meeting. Ho went as f<i 
as Twelfth Htreet by tram and jumped from 
the car while it was proceeding at a high 
rato of speed. He missed his footing and 
fell heavily on his left shoulder, bruising 
the upper portion very badly und injuring 
the deltoid muscles of the arm so seriously 
that it is quite probable he will never re- 
cover the use of the arm again. 

A few days ago, Provincial Otiicer Julien 
brought an insane Jap up from Steveston 
for admission to the asylum, but the 
authorities of that institution, in com- 
pliance with the new act, would not admit 
him, the papers being irregular. The man 
is in jail for the present. 

N A.NAIUO. 

Nanaimo, June 15. — At 7 o'clock this 
morning the jury in the Underwood murder 
case, after being looked up all night, were 
still unable to agree and were accordingly 
discharged by Mr. Justice Crease, who, in 
so doing expressed his regret at. their ina- 
bility to find a verdict. It was just half 
past four yesterday when the jury retired 
and it wus generally expected that they 
would not be out long. About 10 p.m. the 
jury intimated a desire for refreshments, 
which were supplied. At midnight His 
Lordship took his seat on the bench and 
called in the jury. In reply to the usual 
question the foreman stated that they had 
not agreed, that eleven of them were of one 
opinion, but the twelfth disagreed. His 
Lordship asked them to retiie again for half 
an hour, pointing out to them the urgency 
of earning to a verdict if possible, and com- 
menting upon the enormous expense they 
would put the Government to if thty 
failed to agree. Just an hour later the jury 
returned again, but things were no further 
udvauced, and after commenting rather 
forcibly upon their failure to come to a de- 
cision, His Lordship asked them to retiie 
again for the space of ten minutes. When 
this brief period had elapsed the 
jury ouce more entered the box 
and again the foreman said " Not agreed." 
His Lordship once more asked them to re- 
tire, telling them them that he would be on 
hand at any time during the night to receive 
their verdict. He urged them to come to a 
decision, saying that any recommendation 
they might make would bo faithfully con- 
sidered by him, at the same time adding 
that he did not wish to influence any man's 
conscience. The jury retired and the court 
adjourned until 7 o'clock this morning. 

During the intervening hours the jury did 
not sleep, but continued to fight out tho 
case and convert the one dissenter, but with- 
out success, as before stated. At 7 o'clock, 
when the court re-opened, there wus no 
change and the jury was discharged, having 
been just, fourteen and a half hours consider- 
ing a verdict. 

The case will have to be tried over again 
ut the next assizes, December 5 

It ia understood that eleven of the jury 
were in favor of acquittal, but that they could 
not overcome the conscientious scruples of 
the twelfth, who was convinced of the 
prisoner's guilt. 

Sentence was passed on the other prisoners 
convicted during the assizes, last night. 
The two Indians found guilty of housebreak- 
ing at Willow Creek, Comox, received very 
heavy sentences. The one, Yik-yil lu gi- 
leese, owing to the jury's request that 
mercy bo extended, received sentence of 
four years' imprisonment ; his companion in 
guilt, Kwi-glee-la, was sentenced to a term 
of six years. James Baxter, found guihy 
of receiving stolen goods, wus sentenced to 
twelve months' imprisonment with hard 
labor. Loo Yet, who pleaded guilty to 
fraudulent misappropriation of money be- 
longing to other Chinese, received sentence 
of threo years' imprisonment.

DIVES AND LAZARUS. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell's Second Thursday Even- 
ing Lecture on the Parables. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell's second Thursday 
evening lecture, given last night, was well at- 
tended, the subject being the parable of the 
Rich Man and Lazarus. The leeturor said: 
'■ Whether this a parable or tho description 
of a real caso is ft matter in dispute; but 
whether it iB a parable or not, none can 
read it without feeling there ia deep and 
awful truth in it. Christ brings before us 
two men, the one rich, living in plenty and 
luxury, und the other poor, a beggar and a 
Buffering cripple. They both died, for 
neither poverty nor riches ia proof against 
the king of terrors. Probably Lazirus 
wished to die, hut the rich man no doubt 
wished to live. It does not Bay that Lazarus 
waa buried; probably he was, but his funeral 
would be very small. The rich man had a 
funeral; probably on Sunday afternoon, and 
it was a grand one. The corpse was richly 
laid out in state, the lamentations were 
loud, and the multitude that followed to 
the gruvo wua great. There is something 
awful in a great funeral of a lost 
soul. But. while the body was being 
carried to tho grave the soul of poor 
" Dives" was in hell. Lazarus was now in 
heaven and the rich man waa in hell. Tneir 
position was now changed, Lazarus being 
tho rich man, and the rich man being the 
beggar. He who onco enjoyed all the lux- 
ury that wealth could give is now begging 
for u drop of water, as Luzarua formerly 
begged for a crumb of bread. Little do men 
think what iiiukes up true happiness hero, 
or hereafter. Some talk aa if, because they 
have trouble here they are sure to have 
happiness hereafter. Happiness hereafter 
does not depend on riches or poverty, 
felicity or misery here, but on tho stutc of 
the heart in this life. All the poor and 
wretched aro not on tho way to heaven any 
more than the rieli and affluent are on the 
way to hell. Lazarus might have been shut 
out of glory, and the rich man might have 
been received into Abraham's bosom as far ua 
theiroutward circumstances were concerned. 
Tho rich man wus worldly und tho poor 
man was a servant of God, and this is the 
reason the ono waa carried to glory and tho 
other to torments when they departed thia 
life." The Doctor deduced many practical 
lessions from this parable, ono of which wub 
that while a voice from the dead might 
startle, it would not of itself convert A man. 
Tho apirit ulone through tho word could 
convert the soul. Another waa that there 
is a place of happiness for ull true believers 
after death, and ono of woe for unbelievers. 



Tho separation betweon them is oternal, and 
their Btute is unchangeable. In conclusion, 
he, in an earnest manner, urged Christians 
to persevere in holiness, and tho unsaved to 
escape ,'rom the wrath to come.

Convictions of the Prisoners Quashed 
— Tho Indictments 
Irregular. 



Prisoners Released From Custody— 
Their Punishment Proscribed 
by Limitation. 

PARIS, Juno 15.— Considerable excitemont 
has been caused uy tho decision of tho court 
of cassation on tho appeal of Charlea do 
Leaaeps and other defendants, convicted of 
fraud in connection with tho Panama Canal 
Co. The court handed down a decision to- 
day quashing tho sentences on the grounds 
that tho statuto of limitations covered the 
offenses charged, and that the indictment on 
which the prisoners were tried was irregular. 
In consequence of this decision, M. Eiffel 
was at onco liberuted from prison. Charles 
de Lesseps, who is in St. Louis hospital suf- 
fering from an acute attack of dyspepsia, 
was informed that ho wus at liberty, but he 
was too ill to leave tho hospital. 

The live defendants were convicted in the 
trial which ended on February 9 last. They 
were Ferdinand lie Lesseps, his son Charlea, 
Murius Fontaine, Henri Cottu and Gustavo 
Eiffel. Ferdinand do Lesseps wus sentenced 
to live years' imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of 3,000 francs ; Charles de Lesseps, 
fivo years' imprisonment and 3,000 trancs ; 
Marias Fontaine, two years' imprisonment 
and 3,000 francs ; Henri Cottu, two years' 
imprisonment and 3,000 francs ; Eiffel, two 
years' imprisonment and 'JO, 000 francs. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, .who ia very old, was 
not impris oned, but tho others were taken 
to j All. 

The prisoners appealed from the sentences 
on the ground that tile acts alleged to have 
been ot a criminal character were commit- 
ted three years before proceedings against 
them had been instituted, and that the 
lapse of time, under the law of proscrip- 
tions, relieved the defendants from liability 
to punishment. The decision of the court 
sustains tho contention of the appellants, 
and, aside from the defective indictment, 
declares they uro entitled to be liberated ; 
and thus ends one of tho greatest criminal 
cases ever known in France. 

M. Fontaine was also notified of the re- 
versal of his sentence and he was at once 
given his liberty, in uddition to the sen- 
tence of live years' imprisonment imposed 
on Charles de Lesseps ho was sentenced at 
a later trial to serve u year for bribing cer- 
tain members of the chambers to vote for 
the Panama Lottery Bond bill. This sen- 
tenco has not been set aside, tho statement 
that he was told this morning that he waa 
at liberty was slightly erroneous. Tho sen- 
tence of ono year's imprisonment ran con- 
currently with tho heavier Bentenco. M. de 
Lesseps chose to serve the ono year's sen- 
tence in a cell. By this means, according to 
tho prison regulations, the time was reduced 
ono half. It is probahlo that tho unserved 
portion of this sentence will be immediately 
remitted and that M de Lesseps will bo 
free to leave the hospital as soon aa ho is 
able.

" Resolved, that a committee of fivo be 
appointed by the chairman with the presi- 
dent, to receive from the banks, members of 
the association, bills receivable and other 
securities to be approved by said committee, 
who shall be authorized to issue therefor to 
such depositing bmks loan certificates bear 
iug (i per cent, interest per annum; and 
audi loan certificatea Bhall not be in excess 
of 75 per cent, of the market vulue of tho 
securities or bills receivable ao deposited, 
and such certificates shall be received und 
paid in settlement of balances at the clear- 
ing house-; und all the rules and regulations 
heretofore adopted in the issue of such gold 
certificates shall be in force in the present 
issue." 

No clearing house certificatea have yet 
baen applied for. The loan committee of 
the aeaociution, of which President Frederick 
O. Tappen of the Gallatin National bank, is 
chairman, will meet to morrow to rect 
applications. The certificates will bo sup- 
plied in denominations of 85,000, $10,000 
and §20,000.

Nkw York, June 15. — Concerning the 
port that Russell Sago and George Gould 
intend buying the Grand Trunk roud, Mr, 
.Sage said this morning : "All it amounts 
to is this ; Recently there has been some 
talk of our leasing the Grand Trunk line 
from Suspension Bridge to Detroit, to con- 
nect with the WuhaBh.

Tho Lake and Its Beauties— Plenty of 
Game— A SpIeudUI Opportunity 
For Enterprise. 

NELSON, June 9. — There are numerous 
mines in the vicinity of tho Silver King, 
but none so well developed. MoBt of tho 
owners appear to be waiting for tho Silver 
Ring to be worked, when they can take ad- 
vantage of increased facilities which aro 
hound to come. Next to the Nelson or Toad 
mountain group of mines, if not over 
shadowing in point of interest and import- 
ance, come the Slocan group surrounding 
Slocun lako, a distance of 30 miles from 
Kaslo and the same from Nukusp on the 
Arrow lake. Access ia had by wagon road 
from Kaslo; by wagon road eight miles, 
trail twelve miles and Bteumer ten from 
Nukusp. Now Denver, tho present, und 
probable futuro trading point und centro of 
thia group can bo reached in ono duy from 
either Nakusp or Kaslo, but easier from 
Nukusp. This is certainly the routo going 
in via Revelatoke. 

The permanent location of the railway be- 
tween Nakusp ami the Slocun group of 
minca is now being made by u survey 
party, and with a projected branch 
from Revelatoke would make communication 
with this important district both rapid and 
easy, and could be kept open the yeur 
round with little difficulty. The present 
steamboat and trail communication make a 
trip even now no hardship at all ; thero is 
just the faintest truce of snow on tho sum- 
mit and a half-way house for those who 
weary on tho way. On reaching tho bend 
of the lake from Nakusp, a steamer is 
found conveying passengers und freight to 
any point on tho luke. Another routo to 
the Slocan Luke country is by tho Slocan 
river trail, coming out ut the toot of Slocan 
lake and connecting there with steamer. 
Many prefer this route, and it is undoubted 
ly the quickest and beat to take from Nel- 
son, Kobson or adjacent points. 

It is thirty miles by trail from the rail- 
road crossing to the foot of the lake and 
eighteen miles by steamer to New Denver, 
which uopeurs to be tho objective point of 
everyone going into the Slocan mines. 
It is splendidly situated at the mouth of 
Carpenter Creek, on the east side of the 
luke. Four miles further down tho lake, 
on the same side, is what is known as Four 
Mile City, but just re-named Silverton. 
There are some excellent mines here, and 
the fact ( f this new place springing up so 
near to New Denver may be taken as un in- 
dication that there will be a number of 
small towns springing up, at points con- 
venient to different groups of mines, rising 
in importance and growth in proportion to 
the magnitude und value of tho mines by 
which they are surrounded. 

Slocun Lake is a beauty, twenty-eight 
miles in length with an average width of 
from two to three miles, und very deep, 
there being no bottom at UU0 feet. It is 
said to be tidal, rising and fulling twelve 
inches in twenty-four hours. li abounds 
with fish, and, owing to its great depth, is 
very cold. It is reported I hut persons who 
have been drowned in it are never found. 
Tho surrounding scenery is grund, glaciers 
appearing in the distance. Game is abun- 
dant ; black, silvertip und grizzly bear are 
frequently killed, and a short time aince 
three Caribou. There are two saw mills on 
tho lake, one at the head and one on the west 
aide. Timber is plentiful and good, especi- 
ally cedar. Some idea of the magnitude 
and value of the mines may be formed from 
u boulder of solid oro discovered, weighing 
150 tons and assaying 200 ounces to the ton, 
and it is quite evident that tho country is 
not yet half prospected. 

Tho Trout Like country is just beginning 
to come to the front us another great camp. 
Grand us tho snowing is, it muy truly be 
said the half bus not boon told. The work, 
so far, is like that of u few mice on an im- 
mense granary. Our enterprising cousins 
are taking und making many investments 
here, and will outatrip our own peo- 
ple, if they do not wake up und reuli/.o tho 
situation.

THE OLD MEN'S HOME. 

Some of tho inmates of the Old Men's 
Homo are very much hurt at what was said 
about them in tho City Council a few days 
ago by Alderman MoTaviuh. They say that 
they sp'jnt their manhood's days in opening 
up tho Province and in finding out what 
aro its resources. In tho early days they 
endured many hardships and faced many 
dangers. Thero were then no means of 
communication between tho dillerent parts 
of the Province. The pioneers were ob- 
liged to carry their toola and their provis- 
ions on their backs, and thuB loaded, to 
tramp over rough trails. At the end of the 
day's journey there was no inn to receive 
them. They had to cook their coarse food 
iu a rough way, and had often to sleep on 
the hard ground in the open air without as 
much as a tent to shelter them from the 
inolemency of tho weather. It was during 
theso long and toilsome journiea that they 
contracted the rheumatism that is now 
racking their old bones and unfits them fo 
active exertion. The spokesman of the pio- 
neers, James McFaddeon, well known to 
nearly all the old timers of the province, 
said that if instead of Baying that the in- 
mates of the Old Men's Home are "vetcrurjB 
of the whiskey bottle," Alderman MoTavish 
had Btiid that thoy wcro veterans of rheu- 
matism, caught in opening up the country 
for its present inhabitants, he would have 
been nearer the truth. 

If tho majority of tho inmattB of the Old 
Men'sHome are like James McFaddeon, men 
who have worn themselves out in trying to 
dovelop the resources of the Province, beiug 
at ono time fortunate and possessing con- 
siderable means which they lost in uew 
ventures, and overtaken at last by old age 
before they had recovered what they had 
lost, those who contributed towards estab- 
lishing a home in which they could be made 
comfortable during the remainder of 
their days did a good work. It 
is not well to he too hard 
on these stranded old toilers, who did eood 
work in their day, or to enquire too closely 
into their failings aud weaknesses. Thoy 
are down in their luck, and it was not the 
habit of tho old time British Columbian to 
bo too inquisitive about the affairs of acorn- 
ratio who was " strapped," or was too much 
hurt or too ill to work. It was su(li;ient 
for them that he was unlucky aud in need 
of help. They helped him first aud talked 
bo him afterwards. Hut, from what Mr. 
McFadden says, the great majority of the 
inmates of the Home are deserving men, who 
do not require that allowance be made for 
their weaknesses or t'neir vices. We are 
quite sure that Alderman MoTavish had no 
idea when he spoko of hurting the feelings 
of any deserving, but unfortunate, old- 
timor. 

THE GERMAN ELECTION. 



The elections took place in Germany yes- 
terday. At the time this article is being 
written tho result ia not known, nor is it 
likely to be known for some time to come. 
Thero aro a great many candidates in tho 
fidld, and the candidate in any given dis- 
trict must poll a majority of tho votes cast. 
If no candidate gots a clear majority of tho 
votes polled, there must bo a second elec- 
tion. The contest ia then between the two 
candidates that stood first on the poll. It 
is otpocted thut thero will bo so many of 
theeo second elections that it will not bo 
known how parties stand until after they 
havo boon held. 

Tho causo of tho dissolution of the Reich- 
stag wa8 its refusal to pass tho Government 
Army bill. This bill provided for a con- 
siderable increaae of tho army and an in- 
oreaBO of taxation to provide for 
its maintenance. Tho general opinion 
in Germany seems to be that the 



The venerable Dr. Douglas is, in his old 
age, taking a great interest in tho public 
affairs of tho Dominion. It is quite natural 
that ho should look at polities from a 
denominational poiut of view. Ho ia an 
enthusiastic Methodist, and he hus been 
working for the greater part of his life to 
further the interests of that denomination. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that ho 
should enquire • what place Methodists 
occupy iu public life in this Dominion, and 
to what extent are the claims of the do 
nomination recognized in the distribution of 
public patronage. Aud when he sees that 
Methodists do not figure as largely in tho 
world of politics as ho thinks they ought to 
do, it is no wonder that he complains. At 
the Conference recently held in St. Cathar- 
ines, Out., he is reported to have aaid : 

Was it not dillieult to retain a certain 
class of men in connection with the Method- 
ist church ! He had never known a man 
who hud left the Methodist body in order 
to obtain more religion. What, thon, was 
the reason of this march from the ranks '.' 
Who were the people who left them ? They 
were men with little religion and great am- 
bition. They were women whose ambition 
it was to shine in society. But it was chief- 
ly men of education, and especially legal 
men. These men would tell them that a 
connection with other churches opened up 
political advantages aud official distinction. 
Tht-y poiuted out that it was not the 
Methodists who were honored in these 
directions, but rather men of the stump of 
his honored friend, Sir John Thompson. In 
concluding, Dr. Douijlas said his demand 
was that there should be political and legal 
recognition of tho men in the Methodist 
church. He personally cared nothing for 
politics, but he did care for the honor of tho 
church of God. 

It ia difficult to imagine a moro pernicious 
principle for both church and state than 
this which tho worthy Methodist minister 
wishcB to introduce. He turely would not 
wish men to join the Methodist body bo- 
cause they saw that to become a member of 
tho denomination would bo a short cut to 
political preferment, and ho would not like 
to see members of tho Methodist connection 
urging their position In the church as a claim 
to office under the Government. To estab- 
lish such a state of things iu a religious 
body would be to offer a premium to insin- 
cerity aud to bonus hypocrisy. I'ol itieiuuB 
would then become Methodists, Dot because 
they dedred to be religious, but because 
thoy wished to got a favorable position from 
which to start in the rico for political dis- 
tinction, and many would teck prominent 
and influential positions in the church for 
the same reason. This certainly would not 
advance tho interests of religion in the 
Methodist church or iu any other, And 
wheu men arc chosen for positions in tho 
Government because they belong to this 
church or that, the state is not likely to bo 
well served. 

It is quite a mistake to suppose that Sir 
John Thompson was ohosen to bo Premier 
becauso ho is a Roman Catholic. Tho mem- 
ber of uny other denomination, possessing 
tho same qualifications and occupying tho 
same position at the time, would have been 
Belected. Ho was by common consent ad- 
milted to bo tho right man for tho place, 
aud his being a Catholic was, instead of be- 
ing regarded as a qualification for tdlico, 
was looked upon as the only possible objec- 
tion that could, from a party point. of view, 
bo made to his being placed at tho head of 
tho Government. We venture to say that 
there is not one elector in a hundred who 
can tell to what churches tho members of 
tho Cabinet belong. And to do them justice, 
thero uro very few that care. How many 
aro there outside of Ontario who know 
that the Hon. McKenzie Bowell is a mem 
ber of the Methodist denomination. But 
Mr. Bowell was appointed a member of Sir 
John Macdnnuld's Government, not bcoauso 
ho was a Methodist, hut becauso he occu- 
pied such n position in the Conservative 
pirly that when the Government ho could 
not be overlooked. 

Politics in the Dominion are not too pure 



It has been said that Lord Salisbury does 
not approve of tho t actios resorted to by hia 
party in the House of Commons in opposing 
Mr. Gladstone's Home Rule Bill. His 
CKJ0 j Lordship's speoch in Ireland ia quoted to 
•J 1 HUX) ' 8now tbafc thu P oli °y of obstruction is not 
151 l)ix) his, but that of the younger and moro pug- 
185.000 naoions members of his party, notably Mr. 
180 000 Chamberlain. Lord Randolph Churchill ia 
2-o!(IO0 I not against adopting tho tactics of the Irish 
180,000 i, r ignj un d er M r . Parnell, and it iB said 
that Mr. Balfour barely tolerates such a 
courso. Mr. Chamberlain gots tho credit or 
tho diacredit of being the chief instigator 
of tho policy of obstruction, and it is suid 
that it is kept up chiefly because ho believes 
it to be effective. Lord Salisbury, iu Bel- 
fast, did not leave his opinion of the course 
pursued by the Opposition in the House of 
Commons to be a matter of conjecture. This 
is what ho said, as it is reported in the Lou- 
don Times : 

I think it is my business hero to confer 
with you on the progress of this great strug- 
gle that we aro lighting, aud to tell you 
what we are doing and what, in our judg- 
ment, our prospects are. (Hear, hour.) 
You will, perhaps, think that tlieie is an 
amount of unnecessary discussion, and that 
there ia not much use iu moving amend- 
ments to the bill. Now-, I will ut once eay 
that there is no advantage to us in (he de- 
lay which those discussions produce. At 
the rute at which the bill is going ou now it 
will reach the House of Lords in September, 
and that will bo an exceedingly inconven- 
ient lime of the year. (Laughter and 
" hear, hear. ") Therefore my desire is 
that tho discussion should advance 
as quickly as it properly can. 
But do not imagine I hat we dream of tho 
possibility of bo amending tho bill that it 
can be made acceptable. (Oriei of "Never.") 
This bill 'never can be made acceptable 
(cheers'), and iu diecu-sicg, m we must dis- 
cuss, these amendments at full length, we 
are not seeking, we are not hoping, so to 
change its essential nature that we ever could 
accept it. (Hear, hear ) We are hoping to 
point out to tho British people the reu 
nature of the evils, the calamities, and the 
absurdities it involves, and bring that homo 
to their convictions. If we had constituen- 
cies to deal with such as that iu which I now 
stand, we should have no need for long dis- 
cusaiou. (Laughter.) We should invite the 
Government to pass the Bill without discu 
sion and send it ut once to the House of 
Lords. 

It must be remembered that Lord Salis- 
bury was speaking of the leading men of his 
own party. " I will at once say that there 
is no udvantago to us in the delay which 
theBo discussions produce," is, under the 
circumstances, pretty severe criticism, and 
it must have been so considered by the Con- 
servative leaders in the House of Commons. 
The phrases by which he afterwards quali- 
fied it does not detract much from the cen- 
sure implied in the words we have quoted. 
It will, we think, be found that Lord Salis- 
bury was right, and that In consenting to 
follow Parnoll's bad example Mr. Balfour 
has made a mistake.

Sheriff 
Warfieid of Merced, ex-Chief Rogers of 
Seattle, and Mr. Liudley Crease who con- 
ducts the. prosecution, have been busy with 
the preparation of their evidence for severul 
dayH, but it is not expected that the case 
will be terminated to-day by any means. 
If there ia no change in arrangements, Mr. 
Crease will ask for a further adjournment of 
one week, in order that Sheriff Warfieid 
may return to Merced and secure necessary 
proofs of Lucy's age, for upon it tho entire 
case hangs. The prosecution assert that the 
girl is fifteen years and about six months 
old; she says that alio will be eighteen next 
September. Thero wos a report current 
yesterday that Miss Lucy had changed her 
mind after talking to Sheriff Warfieid, and 
would accompany him back to California. 
This reached the ears of Mr. J. S. 
Yates, who, associated with Mr. W. J. 
Taylor, is conducting the defence, and he 
at, oneo went to the Refuge Homo to inter- 
view Miss Rucker. Ho was met by the 
matron, who explained that he could not 
see Miss Rucker ; that the ladies had held 
a meeting and so decided. In vain Mr. 
Yates urgued that ho was a lawyer retained 
in tho case— that Miss Rucker was a free 
agent und could see whom alio wished — tho 
■nation felt bound to carry out the resolu- 
tion of the ladies. So Mr. Yates was 
obliged to take habeas corpus proceedings, 
presenting an aflicavit to tho Chief Justice 
in which ho stated that he was not allowed 
to see or speak to the girl, the chief witness 
for the defence, and his belief that sho was 
to be taken out of the country. An order 
absolute was made, and Mies Rucker will 



bo on hand to give her ovidenco at tho pro- 
per timo.

The tricycle for the littlo cripple lad, 
Walter Milbey, purchased with the contri- 
butions of the children of Victoria, arrived 
from Coventy, England, where it was made 
to special order by tho celebrated Singer 
Co., on Wednesday evening. It will boon 
exhibition in a day or so, and will then be 
handed over to the little owner. 

The constitution of a local hoard of over- 
seers to carry into effect the provisions of 
the Cattle Ranges Amendment Act of 181)3 
in that part of Clinton and Canoe Creek 
polling divisions of Lillooet lying west of 
the Fraser, has been authorized by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council. Tho elec- 
tion of members of the board will ho held 
at Empire Valley on July 8. 

I.v connection with an article on tho Reams' 
case published in the Times of yesterday, 
Warden Johns wishes to contradict the 
statement that Master Willie Reams has 
been permitted to carry billet ilonx between 
Reams und Mi's Rucker. Though the boy 
has had permission to visit his father at 
proper timeB, ho has carried no messages 
except to Mr. Reams' legal adviser. 

It is now thought the tiro at the American 
Hotel early yesterday morning was caused by 
the explosion of a coal oil lamp at the back. 
The bar and fittings were not totally de- 
stroyed, though a good deal of damage was 
done. The leasees of tho place, Dugeon k 
Brice, have S'J.L'OO insurance and the total 
loss is estimated at about $4,000 Whether 
the hotel will be rebuilt is not yet known. 

The Seattle Telegraph bus tho following : 
" It appears that the mails from Australia 
to London by the newly opened line to Van- 
couver, B. C, make three days' better tin e 
than those via San Francisco, and somewhat 
better time than those via Suez It is to be 
mentioned that the steamer which made the 
trial trip is not, an especially fast boat. This 
is one more proof that Puget Sound is the 
commercial hub of the world." 

A MEETING of the Victoria Brewing Co. 
was held yesterday to dispose of certain 
formalities incident to the consolidation 
with the Phoenix company. The directors 
of the lutter were to have met also for the 
same purposo, but had no quorum, Mr. 
Sayward being absent in Seattle, and Mr. 
Behnsen, who is empowered to vote his 
stock, not yet having returned from Van- 
couver. A second meeting will be called 
very shortly. 

At their regular meeting yesterday 
afternoon the luuits of the W.C.T U. de- 
cided on holding a temperance mass meet- 
ing the last Sunday ufternoou of each 
month in the hall on Pandora Avenue. 
Many other matters of business were taken 
up and an interesting address on mission 
work among the Builors was given by Miss 
Smith, until lately engaged in miBsionaiy 
work in Japan. This lady.it is understood, 
will shortly establish a mission at Es- 
quimau. 

Among tho guests at tho Driard yester- 
day v/as Mr. Alfred Stiasny, of Vienna, 
Austria, who is one of a party of Austrian 
newspaper men making a one year's tour of 
Canada and the United States.

The two then 
adj 'timed to a saloon, where they shook 
dice for a while, Slorah losing $200, which 
ho borrowed from McR ie and gave I.O. U.'a 
for. These he redeemed last July, with the

suit.

The Dupont ambulance wa3 called upon 
yesterday morning to take Jumes Thomas, 
caretaker of tho Robs Bay cemetery, to the 
Jubilee hospital. He, while digging a 
grave, was Btricken down with paralysis. 
Ho was somewhat hotter last evening, and 
will probably get around all right. 

A Peterhoro canoe containing two young 
men capsized at tho entrance to the harbor 
yesterday afternoon, and for nearly ten 
minutes the sports were learning the lesson 
which amateurs in navigating nearly always 
do when testing tho buoyancy of tho water. 
Fortunately their cries for help wero heard 
and a pilot boat soon took the two to a spot 
whero they could reflect upon the misfor- 
tune with sadness but relief. 

The Spokane Chronicle publishes advices 
from Kaslo stating that tho work of clear- 
ing the right of way for the new railway 
has been advanced to Three Forks, 25 men 
being at work with tho object of having 
this section of the line ready for the graders 
by -Inly 10. Tho lino will strike Kaslo 
Creek, about half a mile from tho shore of 
the lake, and follow it along its southern 
b»nd At Three Forks it will meet the C. 
P.R , thus giving direct connection between 
Kootensy and Arrow Likes. Now that 
tho construction of this road is assured, 
work on the now sampling works at Kaslo 
is to be commenced at once. 

Chief Engineer K .1. Roberts, of the 
Nelson A: Fort Sheppard railway, says that 
trains will bo running over that road by 
October 1. The work on tho Nelson end is 
in good shape, the only difficulty being at 
Fort Sheppard, where there is a mile or two 
of heavy work. The track is now at Pend 
d'Oreille bridge, and will bo across by July 
1. After August I the work will bo so ad- 
vanced that the truck can ho laid at the 
rato of a mile a day. Five hundred men 
are at work on tho Fort Sheppard end, and 
as many more are waiting to go on. 

The Port Townseud Leader says: "J. I-'. 
Plummer, tho promotor of tho Port Angeles- 
Everett railroad, writes from New York 
that he has finally raised all tho money 
needed to make the enterprise a success. 
The task was a Herculean one, owing to the 
stringency in tho money market, but in- 
domitable energy triumphed in tho face of 
adverse circumstances. Active construction 
upon the new line is expected to begin on 
or about July 10. " The construction of this 
road means that the terminus of tho Great 
Northern will bo brought within seventeen 
miles of Victoria, and those who have been 
looking forward to the time when such a 
thing should take place are now moro 
confident than ever that some of these days, 
if the right < ourse is pursued, Great North- 
ern cars will bo brought right into Victoria 
and freight delivered here in bulk.

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LAND OP EAETHQUAEES. 



What Science is Doiuff to Lessen the 
Destructiveness of These 
Plieiionieiia. 



Professor Miln, the Earthquake Ex- 
pert, Relates Incidents of the 
Great Shock in Japan. 



Prof. John Miln, who haa been for aomo 
time past in charge of the- Department of 
Geology in Tokyo College, and who ia the in 
vontor of the latest improved seismograph 
or vibration indicator, was a passenger from 
Japan by the last Empress, and is now en 
joying a few days in Vancouver prior to go 
ing KaBt. 

" Thero are any number of instruments 
invented for recording the vibration of 
earthquakes, rai road trains and vessels," 
he said in conversation with a Colonist 
correspondent in the Terminal City, " but I 
think my own invention ia the moat accur- 
ate and complete. Japan, where there aro 
no patents, bus ita advantages in the way of 
experimenting, and there 1 have labored for 
a number of years in perfecting the seismo- 
graph. 

" I have spoken to General Superintend- 
ent Abbott of the C P.R. and I think a test 
will bo mado on the Atlantic Express. The 
leiamograph will register uuduo vibratiouB 
on the train while indicating the exact spot 
where they have occurred, so that engineers 
may locate precisely the dangerous roadbed 
and also the speed of the train. I have 
brought a number of photographs with me, 
and will make experiments before experts 
and the press should they desire it with my 
instruments. 

" In Japan wo have seven huudred earth- 
quake observatories that report three times 
per day at Tokyo. Observation have been 
systematically taken for the past seventeen 
years, with good practical results. It has 
been found that the vibrations travel eight 
thousand feet a second, so that it is impos- 
sible to telegraph their approach, though 
we have an automatic signal, that responds 
to the earth trembles, and instantaneously 
flashes an electric alarm to all the stations. 

"A better knowledge of these phenomena, 
obtained from our scientific observations, 
enables us to greatly modify the efl'ects of 
earth shocks. For instance, it has been 
demonstrated that vibrations arc less severe 
in a pit than on the earth's surface, so that 
all large buildings are now built with deep 
basements. Mr. Powuell, consulting engi- 
neer of the Government, who will arrive in 
British Columbia by the next Empress, lias 
also done invaluable service to Japan by in- 
venting a peculiarly constructed pier for 
elevated railways between mountains that 
by laborious experiments has been found to 
bo least ullected by earthquakes. These 
piers are raised 110 feet high and the con- 
tour on either side is parabola. 

"Just before my departure I was much 
gratified by witnessing a practical illustra- 
tion of tho excellence of theBo 'quake-proof 
arches. As we have between twenty and 
eighty shocks a year upon the east coast of 
Japan, and between 400 and 700 yeurly 
throughout the country, thero aro plenty of 
opportunities to secure data for constant 
practical improvement in life-saving and 
property-saving appliances, and it is a dem- 
onstrated fuct that the destructiveuess from 
earthquakes has been considerably modified 
by our exertions. 

"The average earthquake vibration ia 
from two to three per second. When they 
are slower than that they are not of so much 
danger. It is the quick, trembling motion 
that is the most destructive. In 1S91 we 
had such an earthquake, and in the following 
month thero were between '_',0()U and 3,000 
shocks. Valleys were compressed so that 
property had to be ro-assessed. Neighbors' 
houses were moved up close together. In 
civilization everything was huddled. It 
must have been in the mountains and wild 
lands that the corresponding stretching out 
process took pluce. In tho evening before 
that awful day the Bun sunk as usual behind 
tho beautiful green clad highlands; next 
morning the mountains looked aa if they 
had been whitewashed, tho earthquake 
having peeled them clean to tho bare rocks. 
The green fields of tho previous day seemed 
to have been plowed by some mysterious 
hands during the night. Tho devastation 
was dreadful. The rails of all the railway 
lines in Eastern Japan were twisted iu 
fantastic Bhapes resembling tho remnants 
of coiled wire, and railway ties wero piled 
up like jack struws. 

" The loss to the country during the earth- 
quake of 1891 has been estimated at 1,000.- 
000 yen ($700,000) per section, and it is to 
minimize the effects of these terrible natural 
visitations that this great work is going on 
in Japan. 

" I am on my way to the World's Fair," 
continued Professor Miln, " and hope I wiW 
have less difficulty in procuring accommoda- 
tion in the white city than I have had hero. 
Every hotel in Vancouver seems to bo 
crowded from cellar to garret, which neces- 
sitated my sleeping on board during the 
night. I suppose this ia the sign of pros- 
perity. I will be in Vancouver for the next 
three or four days."

The Attitude of Counsel Interferes With the 
Work of the Courts, 

Madrid, June 15.— Litigants in the lead- 
ing cities of Spain have beou left in a pecu 
liar position by a moat peculiar strike, the 
first, it is believed, of its kind recorded. 
Among the several sohomes proposed by the 
government to effect retrenchment in tho 
state expenditures is one to abolish the dis 
trie; criminal courts. This proposition met 
with tho hearty disapproval of all tho 
Spanish barristers, and they have gone on a 
strike to impress tho government with the 
fact that tho abolition of this source 
of revonuo to tho lawyers would 
not be accepted without a struggle. 
All tho barristers practising in 
Avila, Toledo, Valencia, Guadala- 
jari and Huelva removed their names 
from the causo lists yesterday and to-day 
litigants found that their cases pending be- 
fore tho courts were undefended. Tho law- 
yers in placeB other than those abovo 
mentioned will follow tho examplo set and 
much delay and trouble is anticipated. A 
meeting of tho cabinet was hastily summon- 
ed to consider what action should bo taken, 
when it was decided to issue instructions to 
tho magistrates in the places mentioned to 
transfer the cases before them to the near- 
est courts that aro not affected by tho strike. 
Should the strike become general, as antici- 
pated, this method of getting around the 
trouble will not be found to auawcr. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Northern Canneries Commence Oper- 
ations -The Swan's Trial Trip 
—Aids to Navigation. 

West Coast Business Booming— Indian 
Seal Hunters in Luck— Pain- 
ful Accident. 

Tho principal news brought from the 
North by tho steamer Barbara Bosoowitz 
yesterday afternoon, was that of an acci- 
dent which befel an Indian working in tho 
saw mill at Rivers Inlet. In moving about 
tho circular saw the unfortunate native had 
his right hand almost instantaneously cut 
off, tho thumb, forefinger and third linger, 
being completely severed from tho others. 
In order to secure medical attention the 
man came down on the Boacowitz, and it 
may bo that ho will bo obliged to have the 
hand amputated. The Boacowitz brought 
several other Indians, beside the following 
cabin passengers : J. B. Hoddon, E. Eicott, 
H. Schaub and H. McDonald. The 
steamer's cargo included a large quantity of 
box lumber and several bundles of skins. 
Although thero were no fur seal skins in the 
latter, it is expected that the next ship- 
ment will comprise many, as the T.ella Bella 
Indians were reported as securing large 
catches. All the canneries on tho Skoena 
and Noae rivers wero to commence the 
season's operations yesterday. Tho weather, 
however, has been a little stormy in the 
North of late, and the business may possi- 
bly bo delayed a few days in consequence. 

TIIK BUSY QUADRA, 

Tho steamer Quadra will rot bo idle 
many hours during the present week. She 
returned from Kolpreef yesterday morning, 
where, under adverse circumstances, she 
succeeded in laying, while the water was 
low, IS inches on tho round of tho new bea- 
con, the work being a diilicult task on ac- 
count of the stormy weather. Tho work 
will ho resumed in a few weeks when the 
next low tides prevail. To-day the steamer 
leaves for Portier I'ass, where Capt. Wal- 
bran will endeavor to locate the rock upon 
which the collier Romulus foundered a few 
months a£o. If found, Capt. Walhran will 
report its exact position to the Admiralty, 
so that they can have it marked on the 
charts. From l'ortier Puss tho steamer will 
proceed to the Sand Heads and there 
place marking buoys in the same position 
as tho old ones washed away last winter. 
After doing this tho steamer goes to Van- 
couver and loads tho machinery for the new 
fog alarm, at Entrance Island, and conveys 
it to its destination, going then to De- 
parture Bay to coal. She expects to arrive 
back at Victoria by Tuesday next. 

THE SWAN'S TRIAL T1UI\ 

Tho new steamer Swan, built for Messrs. 
Draney and Shotbolt as a tender for the 
former's cannery in tho north, and which 
has just been completed, mado her trial trip 
yesterday afternoon, and to the general satis- 
faction of all concerned behaved splendidly. 
Among the select parry who went out on 
her wero the representative machinists from 
the Albion iron works, by whom her ma- 
chinery was mude. The latter, ol course, 
tested her steaming ability, and although 
they well knew what her engines are capable 
of developing, still it gave them relief to 
note that the machinery worked as system- 
atically arid true as could bo desired. 

FOIL TIIK WEST COAST. 

Owing to a few now stores starting up 
at West Coast points — one at Hesquoit and 
another at Kyuquot — the steamer Maude, 
which sailed on her regular fortnightly trip 
to Alberni last evening, carried u heavy 
load of freight, composed mainly of supplies 
for these places, As passsengers the M*ude 
took among others about a dozen settlers for 
Port San Juan, which section is rapidly be- 
coming an important furming_distriot.

Steamer Mystery left for the West Coast 
last evening with a large quantity of freight 
for Clayoquot and Hesquoit, and six or 
seven passengers, tho majority of whom 
were ladies. The recent alterations in the 
Mystery's housework make her more adapt- 
ed for passenger traffic, by affording better 
accommodations.

THE EVENING MEETING. 
It had been intended to hold the ad- 
journed annual meeting at half paat nine 
yeaterday evening in the Driard, but it 
was somewhat ufter ten o'clock beforo 
the meeting was called to order, tho 
President T. A. Bringham of Tacoiaa in 
the chair. 

The chairman opened by saying that there 
had been some idea of eliminating livo bird 
shooting from the contests, and as live bird 
shooting had been included in tho present 
tournument, tho experienco was fresh in 
mind. Ho uccordingly invited discussion on 
tho proposition to amend tho rules by elim- 
inating tho livo birda contests. 

Mr. Williams thought it all very well to 
discuss the question, but no change should 
ha made without the subject being dealt 
with by delegates, one from each club, 
so that tho voice of tho whole association 
could be received. 

The minutes of the meeting were then 
read and adopted, ufter which Mr. Eberly 
expressed himself in favor of doing away 
with live bird matches altogether. The 
birds were always a loss to tho place 
where livo bird shooting was held, aud in 
the present tournument they had cost us 
much aa sixty centa apiece. 

He moved to do away with live bird 
ahooting in tournaments hereafter, but Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Williams pointed out that 
the " Globe " trophy was given oxpreealy 
for live birda and that the donors should be 
notified of the chaugo. Mr. Smith wub, 
however, heartily in favor of doing away 
with live bird shooting, us public sentiment 
wis against it, and in fact he did not him- 
self think it sportsmanlike. 

The president pointed out that the 
" Globe " was defunct and that the associa- 
tion had no one but themselves, to consult 
in tho matter. 

Mr. Williams moved, in amendment to 
Mr. Eberly 's mm ion, that action in tho 
matter of the " Globe " trophy bo deferred 
till next tournament. A number of gentlo- 
men expressed themselves on the subject, 
the general consensus of opinion being in 
favor of doing awuy with livo bird shoot- 
ing. Mr. Eberly'a motion to that effect 
was ultimately carried. 

It was decided after considerable discus- 
sion to refer the conditions under which tho 
trophy should bo competed for to a com- 
mittee of the former winners for report. 

The committee reported that tho condi- 
tions bt: 

" At inanimate targets— 30 aiugles and 10 
pairs from five unknown trapa at known 
anglea — one man to shoot live down in the 
ainglea aud in the doubles five pairs down 
with an indicated pull." 

It w us decided to hold the next annual 
tournament ot Tacoma, in Juno, and 
the election of officers then proceeded with, 
resulting us follows :

First Vice-President— Howard Lewis, 
Seattle. 

Second Vice-President— T. B. Ware, Spo- 
kano.

The Opinion of a Member of the British-Le- 
gation nt Pokln on the deary Act. 

Dr. S. W. Bttshnell, wtio was ono of tho 
passengers to Victoria by tho C. P.R. ateum- 
or Empress of Japan, is remaining here a 
few days and is a guest at the Dallas. I'"or 
'25 years he has been attached to the British 
Legation ut Pekin and is now going homo 
on a two years leave of absence, tho rule in 
the service being five yeara of work, then 
two years' leave. 

Asked last evening what tho feeling was 
in diplomatic circles in China as to the 
probable notion of the Chincso government 
in view of tho Coary act, Dr. 
BtiBhnell replied that ho had heard 
moro about retaliation Binco ho 
had come to America than whilo in tho 
Flowery Kingdom, He thought tho Chinese 
Government might possibly make tho United 
States exclusion measure the ground lor re- 
fusing favors or additional courtesies, otc, 
which might bo requested by American 
Ministers, but further than this, ho did not 
think they would go. 

"Tho Chinese Government," ho added, 
" are not in favor of emigration. They do 
not oncourueo their people to go abroad, 
and onco a Chinaman leavea hia nutivo land, 
tho Government practically washes it's 
hands of him."
